Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was agreed to if an 
agreement was reached, or any other comments: Applicant's representative pointed to the claim limitation "wherein 
said processor is configured to execute instructions only in said first instruction architecture" found in the independent 
claims 1 and 8 as the focus of the discussion. The prior art, Emma, describes a device that translates from an old 
instruction set architecture to a new instruction set architecture by essentially translating the old instructions into new 
instructions. However, the old instructions are still executable, as is evidenced by the fact that Emma discloses 
executing the old instructions from the l-Cache, which holds the old instructions, when there is no translation present in 
the E)-cache which holds the new instructions that are the results of the translation. The instructions are only fetched 
from the El-Cache when the old instruction sequence has been fetched previously. Therefore, Emma does not meet 
the limitation cited above, since it is executing instructions that are from both the old and new instruction set 
architectures, while the limitation requires that only the processor only executes instructions from one of the 
architectures. Examiner concurred that the rejection was erroneous and advised Applicant's representative to file this 
in an After Final to have the finality of the previous action, which has the erroneous rejection, withdrawn. The Applicant 
was advised that the Examiner would have to update the search and would issue a new rejection with new art if new 
art is found.
